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Boost for 
campaign 
to rescue 
theatre 

CAMPAIGNERS say their 
bid to save Dudley Hip¬ 
podrome from demolition 
has been ‘galvanised’ since 
plans to use the site for a 
visitor centre were dropped. 

Proposals to build the 
multi-million pound ‘Dudley 
Bug’ Trilobite Centre on the 
site of the old 1930s Dudley 
Hippodrome in Castle Hill, 
Dudley, were scrapped this 
week. Instead, under new 
proposals, the centre will be 
built in the zoo grounds. 

The Friends of Dudley 
Hippodrome group have 
welcomed the news, saying 
it shows there is no need to 
bulldoze the historic theatre 
on Castle Hill. 

Friends chairman Gordon 
Downing said: “It will gal¬ 
vanise us and make others 
think who maybe thought it 
is a dead duck that instead 
there can be a future for the 
Hippodrome.” 

“People are already com¬ 
ing up with more ideas 
about how we can use parts 
of the Hippodrome for 
different events. We just 
needed them to look at the 
options.” 

The Friends of Dudley 
Hippodrome plan to hold 
a meeting on August 7 at 
7.30pm at the Ex-Service¬ 
men’s Club, in Hall Street, 
Dudley, for people to hear 
the latest on the campaign 
to save the theatre.

Plans to build two 29ft decorate minarets and 
a domed roof on the Baitul Ghafoor Mosque on 
Long Lane, Halesowen, were thrown out. 

More than 200 residents petitioned against the additions 


to the former Methodist 
church building. 

Now Halesowen North 
Councillor Stuart Henley, 
who backed the petition, 
wants to work with mosque 
leaders on a solution. 

Mr Henley has suggested 
that the applicants apply 
for permission to build the 
domed roof only. 

Respect 

He believes it is the tow¬ 
ering minarets proposal 
that residents have reacted 
angrily against. 

Mr Henley said: “Now the 
appeal has been refused it 
would be good to all come 
together and compromise 
on just the dome, which will 
still see the once Method¬ 
ist church have an Islamic 
symbol and hopefully keep 
everyone happy. 

“All can then move on in 
peace, loyalty and respect. 

“I will be arranging an¬ 
other meeting in the near 
future to see if we can come 
to a compromise.” 

Mr Henley rejected com¬ 
ments made by Dr Mu¬ 
hammad Ashraf, of The 
Ahmadiyya Muslim Asso¬ 
ciation, claiming the plans 
were rejected because of 
hatred towards Islam and 
misunderstanding of the re¬ 
ligion, more than the impact 
on the landscape. 

Dr Ashraf said: “The local 
people don’t know the facts. 
Islam is a peaceful religion. 

“All we are asking for is a

symbol for the community, 
like a church spire.” 

Mr Henley said: “New 
church builds are rarely 
built with spires as these are 
no longer needed to call peo¬ 
ple to prayer. The mosques 
need to follow suit.” 

The Ahmadiyya Mosque 
was opened at the former 
church two years ago and 
in May applied for planning 
permission to add a central 
dome and minarets. 

Halesowen North Coun¬ 
cillor Karen Shakespeare 
said: “It doesn’t affect their 
worship and I hope they 
won’t appeal because they 
are keen to work as part of 
the community. 

“I hope they understand 
now that it is not something 
the community feel is right 
for the area.” 

Mohammad Khan, Na¬ 
tional Vice President of the 
Ahmadiyya Muslim Asso¬ 
ciation, said the suggestion 
by Councillor Henley is one 
that they were considering. 

Mr Khan said: “We are 
in the process of reviewing 
the application and would 
be happy to sit down with 
our neighbours and discuss 
a compromise that everyone 
would be happy with. 

“We are sensitive to the 
concerns of the community 
and are happy to listen to 
everyone’s views.”

Junction 
proposal 
sees 1,100 
have say 

MORE THAN 1,100 people 
responded to a public con¬ 
sultation on multi-million 
congestion-busting revamp 
plans at one of the Black 
Country’s busiest junctions. 

Transport bosses at 
Sandwell Council called on 
the public’s help to choose 
one of four options they 
have come up with for the 
Birchley Island in Oldbury. 

The ideas include widen¬ 
ing the M5 link, creating a 
two-way ‘hamburger island’ 
— an island that has a road 
through it — junction sim¬ 
ilar to Burnt Tree. The aim 
is to reduce queues of traffic 
and improve safety for all 
users, including pedestrians 
and cyclists. 

Sandwell Council revealed 
how many people had re¬ 
sponded to the consultation. 

Nick Bubalo, area director 
regeneration and economy 
at Sandwell Council said: 
“ It is a little too early to 
answer detailed questions 
about the results of the con¬ 
sultation because we have 
to look at the overall results 
before coming to conclu¬ 
sions. 

“In all 700 people filled 
in the online version of the 
questionnaire and we be¬ 
lieve that the posted forms 
we received will take up to 
overall replies up to about 
800.” 

Once a decision has been 
made, a case will be made 
for funding.

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Zoo revise plan for 'Dudley Bug' centre 


PLANS to build a multi-million vis¬ 
itor centre on the site of a landmark 
Dudley theatre have been scrapped 
by officials following a rethink. 

The ‘Dudley Bug’ Trilobite centre 
had been earmarked for the site of 
the Dudley Hippodrome at Castle 
Hill, Dudley. 

But bosses at Dudley Zoo have 
revealed those proposals had been 
shelved after they consulted schools 


and other groups. Uncertainty over 
the future availability of the Dudley 
Hippodrome site also contributed to 
the change of heart. 

Instead the Trilobite centre is to 
be built in the zoo grounds, close 
to the bear enclosure which is cur¬ 
rently being revamped (see page 5). 

It gives the Hippodrome a stay 
of execution after Dudley Council 
bosses agreed to take demolition 


plans off the table while other op¬ 
tions are explored. 

Zoo spokeswoman Jill Hitchman 
said the new site would allow chil¬ 
dren to remain safely on site at the 
zoo. 

“We were led to believe the Hip¬ 
podrome site would become avail¬ 
able at a time suitable to the zoo’s 
ongoing development plans and 
obviously seized the opportunity 


to provide a home for our much- 
needed education and conference 
centre,” she said. 

“However, the opening of Dudley 
Zoo’s new entrance and car park 
has shifted the physical focus of the 
site and since our Easter launch we 
have invested in extensive surveys 
of schools and independent groups 
and their views are constant - they 
want to remain on site.”

Buses in 
a major 
shake-up 
of routes 

BUS passengers are facing 
upheaval after changes a 
dozen services including 
routes to a hospital and 
Merry Hill shopping centre. 

National Express West 
Midlands has revised ser¬ 
vices in parts of Dudley and 
Sandwell. Some passengers 
claim the changes were not 
adequately communicated. 

The 127 service from 
Birmingham to Warley and 
Blackheath. has been ex¬ 
tended into Dudley to re¬ 
place the 205/205E. 

The 205 service will not 
longer serves Blackheath 
and only links Dudley to 
Russells Hall Hospital and 
Kingswinford and Wall 
Heath. 

The 297/297A to Merry 
Hill shopping centre, Brier- 
ley Hill and Russells Hall 
Hospital from Halesowen, 
Old Hill and Cradley Heath 
is now only running from 
Merry Hill to Gornal Wood 
via Brierley Hill, Russells 
Hall Hospital and Pensnett. 

National Express West 
Midlands spokesman Jack 
Kelly said: “We have worked 
hard to ensure that resi¬ 
dents were given notice of 
these changes and that they 
have as small an impact on 
existing customers as possi¬ 
ble. We apologise for any in¬ 
convenience these changes 
cause.”

Guest homes project hit by mines delay 


PLANS to transform the site of a Victorian 
hospital into around 200 homes have been 
delayed by mine shafts and limestone work¬ 
ings. 

Seven years ago the former Dudley Guest 
Hospital, Tipton Road, was taken off the 
hands of the NHS by the Homes and Com¬ 
munities Agency (HCA) for a major homes 
development. 

Wates Living Space was appointed devel¬ 
oper for the £30 million project four years 
ago at site, next to the current Guest Hos¬ 


pital and opposite the Black Country Living 
Museum. A total of 218 homes and commu¬ 
nity facilities including a meeting or sports 
hall and shop were to be built at the site. 

Start on construction was expected to 
begin two years ago with the homes ex¬ 
pected to be built by now but work on the 
scheme is yet to start. 

Agency spokesman Johanne Thomas 
said: “The HCA are still committed to the 
redevelopment of Dudley Guest Hospital 
and we are still working with the develop¬ 


ers Wates Construction. Unforeseen site 
costs, from issues such as mine shafts and 
limestone works amongst other things, has 
resulted in delays and so we are currently 
making some changes to the scheme to en¬ 
sure it is still a viable project. 

“We expect to have concluded this in the 
autumn when we will be in a position to an¬ 
nounce the changes and revised timescales 
for the project.” 

Stewart Reid Business, director at Wates 
Living Space, said: “Our focus remains on 


working closely with the HCA to ensure 
that this complex regeneration project is 
built in the most cost-effective way. 

“The unforeseen issues have meant that 
we have had to collaboratively readdress 
our plans in order to reach a solution that 
works for all parties and will ultimately 
bring these new homes for sale and rent to 
the people of Dudley.” 

The main hospital closed about 10 years 
ago after most departments were moved to 
modern Russells Hall Hospital. 


Lower speed limit in bid to 
boost safety on busy road 


A BUSY dual carriageway in Quarry Bank 
where a man died after being hit by a lorry 
will have its speed limit cut to 30mph in the 
wake of calls to make the road safer. 

Crashes, speeding traffic and the number of 
schools, parks and homes nearby are among the fac¬ 
tors behind the proposal for Thorns Road. 

The reduction from 40mph to 30mph will cover the whole 


of Thorns Road, as well as 
parts of Pedmore Road in 
Lye and Merry Hill to cover 
a 1.5mile stretch from Lye 
to Brierley Hill. 

Calls 

Thorns Primary School, 
Stevens Park, Lye Railway 
Station are situated along 
the road, which was also 
where 26-year-old Sartaj 
Aziz was hit by a lorry in 
August last year. He died at 
the scene. 

Councillor Khurshid 
Ahmed, cabinet member for 
transport, said: “There have 
been calls from people and 
businesses living along the 
road for a long time to make 
it safer. We have looked at 
the issues and considered a 
reduction in speed limit is 
the best option. 

“It is a dual carriage¬ 
way,but there are lots of 
people crossing the road 
and many schools, pubs and 
parks along it. There was 
also the accident where the 
man was knocked down by 
the lorry last year. I believe 
it is important we encourage 
traffic to slow down and im¬ 
prove the safety for people.”

Council officers carried 
out a speed survey which 
showed 85 per cent of motor¬ 
ists were travelling within 
the 40mph speed limit. The 
average speed was 34.5mph. 

In a report officers said 
the average speed recorded 
showed a new 30mph speed 
limit could be ‘realistically 
considered’. 

The plan has been devised 
alongside the council’s Safer 
Routes to School Scheme 
after the council received 
complaints from parents 
about the speed of traffic on 
the road. 

The decision, due to be 
signed off by highways 
bosses this week, has been 
welcomed by mother-of-two 
Jo Messinger. 

Last month she called for 
improvements to the cross¬ 
ing junction at Thorns Road 
and Quarry Bank High 
Street after she had almost 
been hit by a van when 
crossing the road with her 
two sons Adam, eight, and 
Zach, six, at a pedestrian 
crossing in February. 


Pistols handed in to police 

ALMOST 30 guns have been surrendered in less than a 
week after the launch of an amnesty to rid the streets of 
the West Midlands of firearms. The weapons, which have 
included Second World War pistols as well as more than 
1,000 rounds of ammunition, have been handed in at police 
stations across the region. The initiative until Saturday al¬ 
lows people to hand firearms into police stations across the 
West Midlands without being prosecuted.

The scheme recognises 
the best green spaces in 
the country and awards 
have been given to Hun- 
tingtree Park and grade 
I listed The Leasowes in 
Halesowen. Other winners 
included Netherton Park, 
Silver Jubilee Park in Cose- 
ley, Priory Park, Wrens 
Nest Nature Reserve and 
Wollescote Park. 

Environment boss Coun¬

Former MEP is charged 
with expenses fraud 


A FORMER MEP has been charged with mon¬ 
ey laundering and misconduct in public of¬ 
fice after an inquiry into her expense claims. 

The Crown Prosecution Service (CPS) said Nikki Sin- 
claire, who lost her seat in the European Parliament this 
year, had been charged with the offences by West Midlands 
Police. A CPS spokesman said the offences were alleged to 
have been committed while the 45-year-old was a serving 
MEP for the West Midlands between October 2009 and 


July 2010. 

Miss Sinclaire lost her 
seat at May’s European 
elections after leaving Ukip 
and standing for the We De¬ 
mand A Referendum Now 
party. 

Court 

A police spokesman said: 
“West Midlands Police’s 
Economic Crime Unit has 
formally charged former 
MEP Nicole Sinclaire with 
misconduct in public office 
and money laundering. 

“Ms Sinclaire is due to 
appear at Birmingham Mag¬ 
istrates’ Court on Septem¬ 
ber 17 where she will hear 
claims that she made false 
and dishonest submissions 
for travelling expenses and 
transferred the proceeds of 
fraud through a bank ac¬ 
count in her name. 

“The offences are alleged 
to have taken place between 
1 October 2009 and 31 July 
2010 when Ms Sinclaire 
was a serving Member of 
the European Parliament. 
West Midlands Police has

been working jointly with 
officers from the European 
Anti-Fraud Office.” 

Miss Sinclaire, of Shirley, 
was originally arrested in 
February 2012 and has since 
been on police bail. 

In a separate statement, 
Simon Orme, a specialist 
lawyer with the CPS Special 
Crime Division, said: “It is 
alleged that, between Oc¬ 
tober 2009 and July 2010, 
whilst serving as an MEP, 
Ms Sinclaire used funds paid 
into her bank account by the 
European Parliament in re¬ 
spect of false travelling ex¬ 
penses claims. Ms Sinclaire 
has also been charged with 
misconduct in a public office 
with regard to her actions.” 

Miss Sinclaire said: 
“I strongly refute these 
charges and will be firmly 
defending myself. 

“I am certain I shall be 
found innocent of these lu¬ 
dicrous and unfounded ac¬ 
cusations.”

Helping to escape 
the cycle of debt 


A credit union in Dudley 
is offering help to escape 
spiralling debts, DANIEL 
WAINWRIGHT reports 

PAYDAY lenders such as Won- 
ga, QuickQuid and others have 
advertised themselves as the 
quick and simple way to make 
ends meet until the salary 
drops into the account. 

But the reality, for thousands of 
people, is very different. 

Proposals unveiled this month are 
meant to put an end to the 5,853 per cent 
interest rates. 

The Financial Conduct Authority’s 
proposals for a cap on payday lending 
mean that interest and fees on new 
loans, including those rolled over, must 
not exceed 0.8 per cent per day of the 
amount borrowed. 

The watchdog said that those who 
borrow £100 for 30 days and pay back 
on time will not pay more than £24 in 
fees and charges and someone taking the 
same loan for 14 days will pay no more 
than £11.20. 

Under the proposals, fees for borrow¬ 
ers who cannot repay their loans on 
time must not exceed £15 and they must 
never have to pay back more in fees and 
interest than the amount borrowed. 

It means that someone struggling 
with repayments on a £100 loan will 
never pay back more than £200 in any 
circumstance. The FCA estimates that 
consumers will save on average £193 per 
year through the measures, translating 
into £250 million annual savings overall. 
The price cap is set to cost the industry 
about £420m in lost revenues. 

The loan companies, Wonga and 
Quickquid, can provide cash very quickly 
but the repayment rates are exception¬ 
ally high. 

The Castle and Crystal Credit Union 
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An alternative — the Castle & Crystal Credit Union based in Dudley 


in Dudley’s New Street has also been 
helping people to get their finances 
back under control. 

Ian Austin, MP for Dudley North, 
has campaigned to drive payday lenders 
from the high street altogether. 

He says: “Anything that limits the 
rip-off rates these people charge and 
the appallingly high interest and fees 
consumers end up paying has to be a 
good thing. Their customers can end up 
in a vicious circle they can never get out 
of - strapped for cash in the first place 
then struggling to pay back the loan 


because the costs just mount up. Hard- 
pressed families should be encouraged 
to use responsible lenders like Castle 
and Crystal instead.” 

Many people with debts are embar¬ 
rassed to speak out. One woman who 
did so asked not to be identified. ‘Mrs 
Smith’ borrowed less than £400 but 
within months was facing a bill of more 
than £1,200 that threatened to keep 
spiralling. 

She and her partner had spent more 
than five years grappling with their fi¬ 
nances before resorting to payday lend¬ 


ers at the end of 2012. They took out 
loans with two companies for less than 
£200 each in December of that year but 
by May 2013 they owed £1,256.70 to the 
lenders - £887.89 to Wonga and £368.81 
to Quickquid. 

Wonga charged the equivalent to an¬ 
nual interest of 5,853 per cent while 
Quickquid wanted the equivalent to 
1,734 per cent a year. 

The couple worked hard to economise 
and had a household income of £39,000 
a year but it was not enough. With four 
children between them and spiralling 
debts, payday lenders offered a quick 
solution when they were hit by an un¬ 
expected expense, such as a car repair or 
broken oven. 

Castle and Crystal was able to pay 
off the loan and put them on a cheaper 
rate. But credit unions can only help if 
more people use them for larger loans, 
for which they can charge interest over 
a long time. 

Castle and Cystal has 4,300 members 
and is growing. In February it opened 
100 new savings accounts, compared 
with 61 in the same month last year. It 
issued £82,000 of loans, a 203 per cent 
rise on the previous year. 

Dharminder Dhaliwal, business and 
finance manager at Castle and Crystal, 
says: “About 1.6 million people use pay¬ 
day lenders each year. As a credit union 
we need to do most of our loans at £800 
or more to break even. Payday loans are 
for less than that and that’s why they’ve 
always charged what they want.” 

Payday lenders are already prevented 
from rolling over loans more than twice 
and have been restricted in their abil¬ 
ity to drain money from bank accounts. 
The £2.8 billion sector has come under 
intense scrutiny amid outrage over the 
way some consumers have been treated. 
The FCA’s proposals, if approved, would 
take effect from next January. 

Mr Austin says he will continue to 
campaign against payday lenders — “I 
want to see these people driven out of 
business altogether.”

“A GOVERNMENT, which robs 
Peter to pay Paul can always 
depend on the support of Paul.” 

So said George Bernard 
Shaw. And now we’re starting 
to see that in action with council 
tax benefit. 

The benefit was scrapped last 
year because ministers said the 
welfare bill had doubled under 
Labour. Local authorities were 
left to their own devices in how 
to deal with people who had pre¬ 
viously been getting their council 
tax bills paid for them. 

They were given the option of 
either cutting the benefit, scrap¬ 
ping discounts for people with 
second homes and empty prop¬ 
erties or plugging the gap by us¬ 
ing their own limited funds. 

But they could not cut benefits 
for pensioners or change the 25 
per cent discount for single adult 
households. 

Wolverhampton City Council’s 
plan has been amended this 
week as it continues to grapple 
with £123 million of cuts and the 
prospect of 2,000 job losses. 

Around 18,500 households 
with working-age adults are now 
set to see their council tax bills 
soar by 83 per cent. 

That sounds enormous, but 
it’s worth bearing in mind they 
weren’t paying that much in the 
first place. 

Since the changes came into 
effect last year a family on bene¬ 
fits in a Band A house was pay¬ 
ing about £120 a year. 

That’s going to go up to £220. 

It might not seem like much 
for the year, but if you’re in a 
household that needs benefits 
to get by, £220 is massive. 

Either way, this can only be a 
temporary solution. Even in cold, 
purely statistical terms, taxpay¬ 
ers will end up paying somehow, 
either for the benefits or through 
reduced council services. 

The best way to cut the ben¬ 
efits bill is to cut the number of 
people who have to rely on ben¬ 
efits. 

That means lots of private 
sector jobs, paid at a wage peo¬ 
ple can live off without needing 
support while also paying tax 
and filled by a workforce skilled 
in the trades employers want. 

The UKIP problem for the To¬ 
ries is not going away. And de¬ 
spite what UKIP would like to 
think about its appeal to working 
class voters, it is the Conserva¬ 
tives it is hitting the hardest, to 
Labour’s benefit. 

Take the latest polling by Tory 
peer Lord Ashcroft, who helped 
bankroll much of the campaign¬ 
ing in marginal seats in 2010. 

His survey shows Labour are 
on course to regain Wolver¬ 
hampton South West next year. 

Yet UKIP is the biggest bene¬ 
ficiary in terms of the swing from 
other parties, taking 11 per cent 
more votes than in 2010 from the 
sample reported. 

Labour has increased its sup¬ 
port by seven per cent. But if 
that result moves from the poll to 
the ballot box, that’s all it’s going 
to need. A win’s a win.

A PASSAGE in Halesowen 
dubbed ‘anti-social alley’ has 
been closed following com¬ 
plaints from residents. 

The alleyway off Albert Road 
in Hasbury has been blamed for 
a spate of burglaries, thefts and 
arson attacks. 

After residents’ calls for closure 
were initially turned down by Dudley 
Council, they have finally won their 
bid for the alley to be gated off. 

The move was supported by Hale¬ 
sowen and Rowley Regis MP James 
Morris, as well as police. It also came 
after a consultation was held by the 
council on the closure and not a single 
objection was received. 

Residents with homes backing on to 
the alley say they have already noticed 
a big difference. 

They have also offered to purchase 
the vacant land from the council and 
to on responsibility for maintaining 
and securing it. 

Mr Morris said: “This alleyway had 
become a magnet for crime and an¬ 
ti-social behaviour, making local peo¬ 
ple’s lives a nightmare. After residents 
came to one of my advice surgeries, I 
agreed to support their campaign for 
a gating order. 

“I am thrilled that together we have 
succeeded in getting Dudley Council to 
take this necessary step.” 

Justin Hill, of Albert Road, said: 
“After two years of trying without 
success to get the council to take ac¬ 
tion, we are really grateful to James 
for getting the problem sorted. The 
difference this ord.er has made for neo- 
ple in our road is incredible. Our fives 
are now much more peaceful and our 
homes are more secure.” 

Transport boss Councillor Khurshid 
Ahmed said: “We have been working 
with police and local residents in Al¬ 
bert Road following concerns about 
crime and antisocial behaviour along 


the footpath near people’s homes. 
We’re pleased to have been able to 
help people resolve an issue which has 
been causing residents some concern 
for a while now. We are committed to 
making Dudley a safer community for 
everyone with initiatives like this. 

“We will take a tough line on an¬ 


ti-social behaviour and listen to 
the concerns of local people and act 
quickly.” 

The idea for the closure was put 
forward by traffic officers at an area 
forum meeting last December. The 
gate does not restrict the entrance to 
special needs day centre Halas House.

IT WAS late April in 1943, 
the sun was setting behind 
the Clent Hills and four 
teenage boys were forag¬ 
ing around Lord Cobham’s 
estate on a poaching ex¬ 
pedition in Hagley Woods. 

One of them clambered up a tree, 
looking for a bird’s nest, but what 
he found would haunt him for the 
rest of his days. The tree, known 
as the ‘wych elm’ due to its sin¬ 
ister appearance, was hollow. As 
15-year-old Bob Farmer glanced 
down, the empty eye sockets of a 
skull glared back. 

Fearful that police might have 
asked awkward questions about 
what he was doing up the tree in 
the first place, after a quick exam¬ 
ination of the gruesome find. Bob 
put the skull back. He and friends 
Bob Hart, Tom Willetts and Fred 
Payne, returned to their homes in 
Wollescote, hoping that would be 
the end of the matter. Tom, the 
youngest, found the secret too hard 
to keep and told his parents. 


MEMORY LANE

Police found the skeleton of 
a young woman inside the hol- 
lowed-out tree. Across the fields 
they found her severed hand. 

Graffiti bearing the message 
‘who put Bella down the Wych 
Elm’ began appearing on walls in 
the area. But the mystery of who 
Bella was — let alone who was re¬ 
sponsible for her death — has con¬ 
tinued to confound both police and 
amateur sleuths for decades. 

It is a riddle which brought co¬ 
median Steve Punt to the Express 
& Star head office in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, as he launched his own investi¬ 
gation into one of Worcestershire’s 
most infamous unsolved crimes for 
his BBC Radio 4 series Punt PI. 

For many years the most pop¬ 
ular theory was that ‘Bella’ had 
been murdered in some kind of 
black magic ritual. Then a theory 
involving Nazi spies gained weight 
when MI5 published wartime 


files, which detail the interroga¬ 
tion of Czech-born Gestapo agent 
Josef Jakobs who was arrested by 
the Home Guard after parachuting 
into Cambridgeshire in January 
1941. He was found to have been 
carrying a photograph of the Ger¬ 
man cabaret singer and movie star 
Clara Bauerle, who he said was his 
lover. He told his interrogators 
that Bauerle had been recruited 
as a secret agent but claimed she 
had yet to parachute into England, 

Bauerle would have been 35 
and had spent two years working 
music halls of the West Midlands 
during the late 1930s. She was 
said to have spoken English with 
a Midland accent. It hardly takes 
a great leap of imagination from 
Clara Bauerle to Clara Bella. Even 
more intriguingly, she apparently 
disappeared without trace in 1941. 
Jakobs was shot by firing squad on 
August 15, 1941, the last man to be 
executed at the Tower of London. 

The Punt PI programme on Bella 
in the Wych Elm will be broadcast 
on BBC Radio 4 at 10.30am on Sat¬ 
urday.

IT was judgement day for 
traders and volunteers in 
Halesowen as Heart of Eng¬ 
land in Bloom experts arrived 
to inspect their hard work.

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Teenaged 
driver gets 
ban after 
police chase 


A TEENAGE learner driver who abandoned 
his car after a police chase — only to be 
caught because of his distinctive haircut — 
has been handed a community order and 
driving ban. 

Patrolling officers noticed Ashley Greenwood’s 
hair style during the pursuit and when they later 
saw him walking in the area he was recognised, 


Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard last week. 

The 19-year-old drove 
away at speed when the of¬ 
ficers pulled up behind his 
£150 Vauxhall Corsa near 
the Merry Hill centre in 
Brierley Hill. He reached 
speeds of over 50mph in a 
30mph limit. 

Red 

Greenwood then went 
through traffic lights on red, 
forcing other drivers to veer 
out of the way to avoid being 
hit, said Mr Geoffrey Dann, 
prosecuting. 

He told Wolverhampton 
Crown Court that the of¬ 
ficers gave up the chase but 
then saw the parked Corsa 
and picked out the teenager 
who was on foot because of 
his unusual haircut. 

Greenwood, of Thorns 
Road, Quarry Bank, ad¬ 
mitted driving dangerously 
and without insurance or a 
licence. 

Miss Blondelle Thomp¬ 
son, mitigating, told the 
court that Greenwood had 
panicked when he saw the 
police car. 

She said: “He made an 
extremely rash decision 
to drive away. The car has 
now been destroyed and he 
knows his foolish actions

have cost him the money he 
paid for the vehicle. 

“He has learned a hard 
lesson,” she added 

Greenwood was placed on 
supervision for 12 months 
and was disqualified from 
driving for 18 months. 

He was also ordered to 
carry out 100 hours unpaid 
work and to obey an eight 
week curfew between the 
hours of 7pm and 7am. 

Judge Philip Parker QC 
told Greenwodd that he had 
acknowledged when inter¬ 
viewed by police after his 
arrest that his driving could 
have led to a fatality. 

The judge said if he had 
hit someone during the 
chase he would have been 
put behind bars for ‘many, 
many years’. 

Judge Parker added: “You 
stupidly bought this car 
when you could not afford 
to drive.” 

He told Greenwood that 
now he had a conviction for 
dangerous driving he would 
find it extremely difficult to 
obtain motoring insurance 
in the future. 

“Your ambition to drive 
has now virtually ceased,” 
said the judge.

A spokesman for West Midlands Fire 
Service said: “He had fell from his chair. 
He was in front of the bedroom door so she 
could not open it. 

“The man was talking to her but there 
was no way of accessing the room. 

“Crews used a ladder to access the room 
and the man was checked by paramedics 
before he was moved.” 


Council criticised over zero 
hours contracts for workers 


DUDLEY Council has come underfire 
for employing nearly 200 workers on 
controversial ‘zero hours’ contracts. 

But the authority says it employs a small 
number of staff on contracts where they 
work ‘as and when required’. 

Such staff include registration officers who 
can cover seasonal increase in the number of 
weddings. 

But there has been criticism that staff given 
the contracts do not know if they have work 
from one week to the next. 

UKIP claims the arrangements are ‘hypocriti¬ 
cal’ because the council is controlled by Labour, 
which has been a vocal critic of such contracts. 

The council has confirmed that, excluding 


schools, 192 employees currently have zero hour 
contracts out of more than 6,860 workers. 

It revealed the details to Upper Gornal and 
Woodsetton councillor Dean Perks. He and 
West Midlands MEP and Sedgley councillor 
Bill Etheridge said for a Labour-run authority, 
whose national party is to call for the ‘living 
wage,’ the use of zero hours contracts was ‘hyp¬ 
ocritical in the extreme’. 

Scandalous 

Councillor Perks said: “The hypocrisy of La¬ 
bour is scandalous. Labour is a two-faced beast 
as it nationally states a commitment to bringing 
in the living wage then, at a grassroots level, 
Labour-run Dudley Council employs almost 200 
staff on zero hour contracts. 


“In Westminster the Labour Party claims 
to represent the working class then in Dudley 
Council House it employees people under em¬ 
ployment conditions such as these.” 

Dudley Council’s leader Councillor David 
Sparks said: “The council employs many thou¬ 
sands of workers and there are fewer than 200 
on zero hours contracts. 

“Our policy is to keep zero hours contracts to 
an absolute minimum. 

“We consult with the trade unions and only 
use these arrangements when there is no alter¬ 
native. 

“Yet again, UKIP has opened its mouth before 
putting its brain in gear.” 

Organisations across the West Midlands have 
used zero hour contracts.

DUDLEY residents can now get up to the 
minute information about local services 
thanks to an online service. 

The ‘Find My Local’ link on the Dudley 
Council website provides information on 
schools, councillors, bin collections public 
transport, recycling and other key infor¬ 
mation. 

People simply enter their postcode and 
select their address, to get the relevant 
information for their part of the borough. 

The link is part of the council’s plan to 
share useful information and help com¬ 
munities. 

Councillor Stuart Turner, cabinet mem¬ 
ber responsible for ICT, said: “This useful 
web facility is a great way for people to 
find out all they need to know about the 
services provided for them at the click of 
a button.”

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Poppies star behind 
music for film epic

ANDREW TURTON talks to a former pop star 
turned Hollywood film composer from Pedmore 


HE is a Black Country lad 
done good but trips to 
Molineux and a pint of 
Bathams are few and far 
between nowadays for 
Clint Mansell. 

Instead the former Pop Will Eat 
Itself frontman is in demand from 
Hollywood film directors to work 
on soundtracks for their latest big 
budget epic. 

It was back in the late 1980s and 
early 1990s that he first found fame 
though. 

Once known for sporting flowing 
long locks, his band helped put 
Stourbridge on the music map. 
They were part of a popular music 
scene alongside other bands like 
The Wonder Stuff and Ned’s Atom¬ 
ic Dustbin. 

But now Clint has swapped the 
UK to LA and has forged a new 
career as a sought after composer. 

His long-standing partnership 
with director Darren Aronofsky saw 
the pair work on modern classics 
such as Requiem for a Dream, The 
Wrestler and Black Swan. The lat¬ 
ter starred Natalie Portman, who 
won best actress at the Oscars for 
her role in the film which revolves 
around Tchaikovsky’s Swan Lake. 
It also scooped Clint a nomination 
at the Grammy’s in 2012 for best 
score soundtrack. 

Some of his music from the film 
Requiem for a Dream is also used 
on the X factor. The piece called 
Lux Aeterna is what the judges 
walk out on stage to. 

Their latest collaboration, the 
biblical epic Noah, featuring 
awarding winning actors Russell 


Crowe and Anthony Hopkins, has 
topped the US box office. Clint’s 
score helps tell one of the world’s 
best known stories as the movie 
has just hit the UK’s stores on DVD 
and Blu-Ray. 

You would think his life was all 
glamorous parties rubbing shoul¬ 
ders with Hollywood stars but the 
51-year-old composer, who grew 
up in Pedmore, shuns the limelight 
to allow his work to speak for itself. 

Fortunate 

“I’m very fortunate in my life, I’ve 
never had any real jobs, I’ve al¬ 
ways been a musician. Being able 
to write and record your own mu¬ 
sic with great musicians is a dream 
come true,” he said. 

“I don’t really do any of the 
awards stuff. I’m already working 
on the next thing.” 

He did travel out to Iceland to 
visit the set on Noah but admitted 
he felt ‘in the way’ and left the cast 
to it while he enjoyed the trip. 

“It did help me get me into the 
mindset of the film but I think it is 
as much about trying to immerse 
yourself in the subject matter and 
there is so much out there that you 
can find for yourself as inspiration,” 
he said. 

“I didn’t really think of it in terms 
of a biblical story, instead it was 
more of an end of the world event 
so I just approached it as a post 
apocalyptic dystopia story and 
if you take it literally, God, or the 


creator as it is called in the film, is 
ending the world, which is a pretty 
scary thought. 

“The great difference with this 
film was the pressure. Every film is 
going to be different. It’s a learning 
curve all the time.” 

Clint’s said: “I first heard David 
Bowie when I was about seven or 
eight and I was just blown away by 
that. That is what I wanted to do. 
Then there was Ramones, Sex Pis¬ 
tols and The Clash.” 

The former King Edward VI Col¬ 
lege student was a member of the 
group which eventually became 
known as Pop Will Eat Itself. 

Known to fans as The Poppies, 
the band scored a string of top 40 
singles and four top 40 albums and 
were part of the ‘grebo’ scene. 

“We just stuck at it. We went on 
Top of the Pops, toured the world 
and basically spent our 20s hav¬ 
ing the best laugh and the best 
time. I wouldn’t change that for 
the world,” said Clint whose family, 
including his parents Marilyn and 
Donald, still live in the town. 

He records many of the 
soundtracks in London which af¬ 
fords him time to travel back to the 
midlands for some home comforts. 

“I love coming back to Stour¬ 
bridge. The beer’s the best. Can’t 
beat a Bathams,” he said. 

When the Poppies disbanded in 
1996, Clint moved out to America 
where he lived in New York and 
New Orleans and met Aronosky. 

He was living in LA by 2001 when

he started getting more film work 
but said: “It took me about three 
years to find my feet. But the thing 
that helped me settle was they 
tarted showing the Premier League 
over here. Then Wolves got pro¬ 
moted that year and that gave me 
a real taste of home in LA and it 
was really important to me.” 

Concert 

Clint admits he does not go to 
many gigs any more but he says he 
is listening to more music than ever 
before including the new incarna¬ 
tion of Pop Will Eat Itself, who are 
playing their first home town con¬ 
cert in almost 30 years tomorrow 
night (Friday) 

The group now features one 


original member in drummer/vo¬ 
calist Graham Crabb, is to play at 
the River Rooms 
The original group, which re¬ 
leased five albums, briefly reformed 
in 2005. The latest incarnation 
started in 2011 and released album 
New Noise Designed by a Sadist. 
New members included vocalist 
Mary Byker, formerly with Gaye 
Bykers On Acid, Apollo 440 and 
Pigface; guitarist Tim Muddiman, 
who has played with Gary Numan; 
drummer Jason Bowld, once with 
Killing Joke, and bass player Davey 
Bennett. Tickets are £17. The band 
then tour Australia and New Zea¬ 
land. Meanwhile, Clint is planning 
some solo shows later this year in 
London and Manchester.

Famous pub is making 
wav for 12 new houses 



The site of the former Prince of Wales pub is earmarked for 12 homes 



Gone but not forgotten — The Prince of Wales on Hagley Road 


LAST orders have been called 
on a famous pub which once 
boasted a host of famous 
names among its clientele. 

Bulldozers have moved in to demol¬ 
ish a once popular Hagley pub that 
counted celebrities among its custom¬ 
ers. 

Stars including Coronation Street 
actor Johnny Briggs and Led Zeppe¬ 
lin frontman Robert Plant are among 
the famous names associated with The 
Prince of Wales pub on the busty A491 
Hagley Road, which is being replaced 
with homes. 

But the building has lain empty for 
several years since it was shut down 
during a planning wrangle over an 
abandoned road scheme. 

The pub was originally purchased 
by the Highways Agency in 1993 along 
with a row of nearby houses, to pave 
the way for the proposed six-lane £115 
million Kidderminster, Blakedown 
and Hagley bypass. This was intended 
to tunnel under Wychbury Hill, op¬ 
posite the pub, but plans for the new 
road were dropped in 1996. 

Friends 

The landlord at the time the High¬ 
ways Agency bought the pub was Peter 
Smith, who ran the pub for well over 
a decade from the 1980s. He regularly 
welcomed his friends Larry Grayson 
and Isla St Clair to the venue. 

Drag star Danny La Rue was also 
a regular visitor. He attended Mr 
Smith’s funeral in 2002. 

Coronation Street star Johnny 
Briggs, who played Mike Baldwin in 
the TV soap, lived nearby and used to 
pop in. Cricketer Ian Botham also en¬ 
joyed a few pints there, as did Is This 
The Way To Amarillo singer Tony 
Christie. 

After he retired, in the late 1990s, 
Mr Smith, who was by then renting 
the pub from the Highways Agency, 


handed over the business to his 
adopted son James, who ran it until 
Ted Etheridge took it over with his 
son, Wayne, in the early 2002 and ran 
the venue until its closure in 2007. 

Mr Etheridge senior, who now helps 
run the Britannia Sports Bar in Wol¬ 
laston, said he was saddened to see the 
building reduced to rubble. 

“It was a brilliant atmosphere and a 


lovely pub with the best clientele you 
could want,” he said. “We had Johnny 
Briggs’ surprise 70th birthday party 
at the pub. It is a real shame to see it 
being bulldozed. It was a great place 
and it will be missed.” 

Bromsgrove District Council ap¬ 
proved plans for the building to be de¬ 
molished and 12 detached houses built 
it its place.

Historic chapel is to 
become register office 



Wedding role — historic Lye and Wollescote Cemetery Chapel, in Cemetery Road, Lye, has listed status 


AN HISTORIC chapel will be¬ 
come a second register of¬ 
fice for Dudley borough after 
officials approved the plan. 

West Midlands Historic Build¬ 
ings Trust submitted proposals 
for the change of use at the Grade- 
II listed Lye and Wollescote Ceme¬ 
tery Chapel. 

It will now be used as a venue for 
civil ceremonies after Dudley Coun¬ 
cil’s development control committee 
approved the change. 

The disused building, which dates 


back to the 19th century, was sold to 
building preservation charity the West 
Midlands Historic Buildings Trust. 

Alongside the change of use, the pro¬ 
ject will see internal work carried to 
create a waiting lobby and two recep¬ 
tions near to the main entrance. There 
will also be a meeting room and wait¬ 
ing room to the west side of the build¬ 
ing and a wedding ceremony room on 
the eastern side of the buildings. 

An office for staff, a larger car park 
providing 25 car parking spaces and 
the introduction of an access ramp also 
form part of the plans. Access to the 
chapel will also be improved during 


the work and coloured glass window 
re-introduced. 

The building has not been in use 
since 1993 and is a rare surviving ex¬ 
ample of a cemetery chapel. 

It is planned the building will even¬ 
tually be leased back to Dudley Coun¬ 
cil for use as a registration office. 

Dudley Council retains ownership of 
the graveyard at the chapel and offi¬ 
cials said the memorials there would 
be protected and given the proper re¬ 
spect. 

Chairman Councillor Qadar Zada 
said: “This is an exceptional building 
and one which dominates the area.”

FAMILIES turned out to enjoy 
some fun in the sun at Blackheath’s 
summer festival. 

Now in its second year, the an¬ 
nual event transformed Blackheath 
High Street into a live entertain¬ 
ment venue on Saturday. 

The music event ran from all 
afternoon and visitors were enter¬ 
tained by live bands while a talent 
show showcased the area’s rising 
stars. Among the bands to take to 
the stage were the Potato Head 
Jazz Band who played at Black- 
heath library, also Rowley Regis 
musician Pete Hackett and Bir¬ 
mingham singer Chloe Pickering. 


Youngsters also had the chance to 
play on the funfair as well as taking 
part in traditional children’s activ¬ 
ities provided by Sandwell Leisure 
Trust. 

More than 400 people turned out 
for the event when the High Street 
was closed to traffic, although park¬ 
ing was available free elsewhere 
in the town centre throughout the 
festival. 

The event was part of the coun¬ 
cil’s Rowley Summer Festival and 
visitors could also wander around 
a variety of stalls manned by local 
traders. Traders also donated prizes 
for a raffle. 


A TEENAGER caught selling 
drugs armed with a knife less 
than two months after being 
punished for a stabbing has been 
locked up for four years. 

Jolean Gordon was spotted by a neigh¬ 
bour carrying out the deal in the back of a 
car. The 19-year-old saw the woman watch¬ 
ing and made a gun gesture with his hand 
as if to ‘fire’ at her. 

Mr Philip Beardwell, prosecuting, told 
Wolverhampton Crown Court: “She saw 
a man get into the car and the exchange 
of drugs take place in the vehicle. He saw 
her standing at her front door, pointed at 
her, then made the shape of a gun with his 
hands and pulled a thumb down to make it 
look like it was being fired. Then he smiled 
at her. 

Petrified 

“She was petrified thinking that he was 
implying she would be killed if she said any¬ 
thing about what she had just seen.” 

But that did not stop Mrs Carol Dickens 
calling police and making a statement. 

The car was being driven by 30-year-old 
Adam Jones who had answered a request 
from Gordon asking to be taken to an ap¬ 
pointment with a probation officer. Jones 
was told to pull in at Crabbe Street, Lye, 
where the drug deal took place around 
2.20pm on March 12, said Mr Beardwell. 

Later that day, after police had been 
alerted, officers spotted the car in Broom 
Close, Halesowen. “It tried to drive away 
but was stopped when police smashed the 
windows of the vehicle,” said Mr Beardwell 

They found 31 wraps of heroin, 49 of 
crack cocaine and loose change on the back 
seat where Gordon had been sitting. 

Gordon, from Yardley Crescent, Great 
Barr, admitted supplying heroin and crack 
cocaine with intent, intimidating a witness 
and possession of a knife. 

Mr Gulum Ahmed, defending, said: “The 
gun gesture was a foolish and stupid act 
that had a profound effect.” 

Gordon received four years detention 
- including the activation of a suspended 
sentence - while Jones of Furnace Hill, 
Halesowen, pleaded guilty to being con¬ 
cerned in the supply of crack and heroin 
and was given a 16 months jail sentence 
suspended for two years with £600 costs. 

Judge Robin Onions recommended that 
Mrs Dickens should receive a High Sheriff 
Commendation. He said: “The lady showed 
commendable determination and not a lit¬ 
tle courage.”
